SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording Untitled is deemed objectionable under section 3(2) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 because of the explicit depictions of 
sexual activity and sexualised punishment, and the depictions of young females, and 
females who are intended to appear young, participating in sexual conduct and 
sexualised punishment. The publication thus tends to promote the exploitation of 
children and young persons for sexual purposes, and also tends to promote the use of 
violence and coercion to compel any person to submit to sexual conduct. 
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
